Rabin admits 

co-ownership 
of wife’s 
U.S. account

Lea Rabin's Illegal bonk account 
In Washington waa held by her Joint- 
ly with her husband. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin revealed In a radio In- 
terview last night. He said he shared 
“formal as well as moral respon- 
alfalllty" with his wife for the ac- 
count. 

nie existence of the account waa 
revealed by “Ha'aretz" last week, 
after I«a Rabin was seen In s down- 
town Washington bank during the 
Rabins' official visit to the U.B. 
capital. 

It was not known until last night, 
that the Premier himself was co- 
owner of the account — and 
therefore also guilty of on offence 
against foreign currency 
regulations. 

The Rabins have already 
acknowledged as “remlssness" their 
failure to close the account os the 
law requires, after Rabin's term as 
ombajaadcr in Washington ended In 
March 1678. They have now closed It 
and Mrs. Rabin hss donated Its con- 
tents to a fund for autistic children. 

tnic Treasury, foUowlng the nor- 
mal practice in such eases, has ask- 
ed for dlaelciurc of the relevant bank 
statements from 1673 to 1977; and of- 
ficials say they hope to have them in 
a few days. 

Rabin told the Interviewer the oe- 
count was "not secret or 
numbered," and there was nothing 
sinister about He snd Lea hod 
opened It when they arrived in 
Washington In 19S8, and Lea hod 
manog^ it throughout their stay 
there. They hod neglected to close It 
alter they left. All the money in the 
account, the Premier explained, 
"originated during our term in the 
U.S." The affair was now in the 
hands of tlu relevant authorities, the 
Premier noted. 

The radio reported that the 
Treasury was Interested In ascer- 
taining whether t!tere hod been any 
deposits during the 1978-77 period. 
(The Rabins have Indicated that the 
account waa effectively dormant 
during this period.) 

If the ^blss' explanations are 
authenticated, they are expected to 
be fined 1L3 for every 'dollar, os Is 
the near-automatic practice In coses 
of illegal holding of small amounts of 
money abroad. TTie fine would be 
levied administratively, since no 
court action is generiQly token in 
coses inmlvisg sums of this order.

Terrorists ^mother ship’ 
calls at wrong port — Haifa

HAIFA. — Becuiity forces laat week 
detained a Turkish freighter and Ita 
four-man crew on auspicioo of hav- 
ing aided an attempted Arab terror 
attack on Tel Aviv last Roah 
Haohona, police revealed yesterday. 

The crew of the 250-ton Okonlar 
were seized when they attempted to 
pick up a load of feedtaere for Qyprus 
last hbnday. Police said the ship 
matched the dsacription of the 
freighter that offloaded a mbbei: 
boat containing arms and five Arab 
terrorists near the Tel Aviv shore 
last September. 

(Tlie five had lost their nerve, toas- 
ed their guns overboard and told 
astonished Israelis on the Tel Aviv 
beach where they landed that they 
were rumting away from the Egyp- 
tian military draft. But they later 
confessed to security forces that 
they had come on a terrorist mis- 


sion, and described the Okanlor as 
their mother ahJp,} 

When tiie Okanlar, which uaually 
put runs between Turkey and Port 
Said, put In here on Mbnday. It 
pMted Its crew list. 77xe names — 
captain Husain Bash, Ahmet Dimet 
Kara. 65, Ahmed Muhammad Bash, 
38, and Sorof Aldin Farhat Okgul, 51 
— matched those the terrorists had 
given aa the names of their helpers. 

In Haifa Ma^trate's Court on 
Frid^ they told CSiief Magistrate 
Rom Savlr that they 2iad not known 
about the rubber boat and bod not 
been on watch when it was lowered. 
Judge Savlr agreed to the police re- 
quest that the captain's remand be 
extended 15 days; but he ordered 
only a five-day extension for the 
crew, (m ground tlut they had been 
under the ca^aln's orders at sea. 

Yesterday the police asked that 
the ban on publication of Ute news 
concerning the ship be lifted.

The Paleatitie NatloiiRl Ossn- 
dl laat night ended It* 18th ses- 
sion In telro with an endorse- 
ment of the Palestine Liberation 
Organfsationte 1968 covenant, 
which calls for the eventual dis- 
mantling of the State of liraeL 

The council also expressed support 
for the PLO's quest to participate In 
Middle -East peace conferences, but 
not under UN Security Council 
Resolution 242, which governs the 
Isroel-Arab talks at Geneva. 

'Die 29S-man parliament-ln-exUe 
affirmed the right of the PLO to par- 
ticipate on on Independent and equal 
footing in all International con- 
ferences or forums concerned with 
the Palestine question in accordance 
with UN General. Assembly 
resolutions, rather than Security 
Cbuneil declaions. The council made 
special reference to General 
Assembly Resolution 3,236, which 
aclcnowledgea the Palestinian case 
as a national Issue and not a refugee 
matter. 


The council made these remarks 
yesterday in a communique, but no 
official version of Its resolutions has 
yet .been made available. News 
ageneiea carried varying versions of 
council resolutions, generally 
stating that 15 separate pi^ti had 
been Issued. Cairo Radio, however, 
listed only 13 clauses snd, unlike the 
Independent agencies, stressed the 
adherence to the old charter calling 
for the dismantling of Israel. 

MSny observers viewed the coun- 
cil os basically supporting PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat, who •favours joining 
Arab leaders In po'lltlcal 
manoeuvres In spite of the PLO's 
hawkish "Rejection Front." The re- 
jectionlsts, led by Dr. George 
Habash's Popular Front for the 
liberation of Palestine, had opposed 
the PLO's Involvement in any form 
of' political deliberations as exten- 
ding de facto recognition to IsraeL 

Late evening reports, however, 
said that the rejeetionlste had sup- 
ported the overa.ll communique, ap- 
parently upon the eouncil'i reoftir- 
matlon of the 1958 charter. 


Ihe highlight! of other council 
resolutlona relayed by Cairo Radio 
Included a decision to continue the 
PLO's struggle fbr the "recovery" of 
the national rlxhti of the 
Palestinian! — foremost the right o* 
return and self-determination and 
the right to establish an independent 
state on their national soil. 

nie council further affirmed that 
the struggle within the "oooupied 
land" would be escalated on 
military, political and public-opinion 
levels "until defeating and 
eliminating the occupation.” 

The council also emphasized what 
It called the linportance of relations 
and coordination with democratic 
and progreaslve Jewish forces which 
are atnigg^ng against Zionism as an 
Ideology and a practice — inside and 
outaide “the occupied homeland."

PLO seen as strong as before 


Feat Bfldeost Allaire Editor 

The 298-member Palestine 
National Council wound up its lO-day 
sesalon in Cairo last ni^t without 
etaanging the basic political stance of 
the Paleatine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. me eouneU was dominated by 
the BLO'e militant leadership. It left 
intact Its 1968 charter, promiMng the 
creation of a Palestinian state at the 
expenae of larael’a exiatenee. 

Delegates who reportedly planned 
to e>q)lere the proepeeta of ehangi^ 
the charter — in the words of PLO 
spokesmen — "dared not raise" the 
notion. 

No matter how far observers go In 
scrutinizing the final conun m^ue 
Issued by the Palestine Natlo^ 
Council last night, the fact remains 
that the PLO steered the supposed 
representatives of the different fac- 
tions of the Palestinian people into 
adhering to a hard-line Middle Ba^ 
stance which essentially denies 
Israel's right to exist as a sovereign 
Jewish state. 

The PLO emerged from the 
■eaalons as strong as before, despite 
the debacles it confronted In the 
course of the past 10 yeare. It was 
able to defy the few moderate 
Paleatlnlan voices and U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance who 
recently voiced expectations that the 
PLO would embark on moderation. 
The PLO alao defied some Arab 
states, Including Bgypt. which have 
been signalling their interest in 
demonstration of a "moderate" 
Arab line of policy — mainly to build 


up world pressure against Israel. 

ftvsident Sadat has argued that 
the PI^ has an uneonteated right to 
maintain full Independence fai adop- 
ting whatever Middle Bast atanoe it 
deems fit. But this conflicts with 
Badat'a Interest In bringing the PLO 
Into the negotiating process with 
Israel. Ihe diplomatic editor of the 
eemi-official "A2-Ahram" 
newspaper, Ramdi Fuad, only 
yesterday afternoon reported Sadat, 
over Calm's "Sawt al-Arab" radio, 
to be considering the Palestinian 
ease aa an "Inseparable part" of the 
overall Arab conflict with Israel, In- 
volving Egypt, Syria and Jordan. 

Analysts do not believe that the 
Arab states eoneemed wlto the con- 
flict cannot control tha PLO. Jordan 
and Syria did curb It when It suited 
them. One e:g>lanation would be 
Sadat Is keeping an inside track with 
the PLO. aa a device tor hard 
bargaining with Israel, and to block 
Syrian pretensions towarda 
promoting a Greater Syrian axis em- 
bracing the Jordanians and the 
Paleatiniana as well . as the. 
Lebanese. 

The only other explanation is that 
the Egyptian leader himself views 
the PLO as a kind of an octopus that 
could, if defied, endanger a 
Arab regimes. There were PLO ex- 
trcmlata In Iraq and Libya over the 
weekend who warned Israel'a 
neighbouring Arab governments 
against dran^g their kieking-and- 
sereaming colleagues Into a peaceful 
Middle settlement. 


"We are going underground," 
warned one Baghdad-based PLO 
breakaway leader, while Intimating 
that attack! against "members of 
(Arab) regimes" will begin soon, 
mainly in Syria, Jordan and Egypt. 
Sadat a^ears confident that PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat will keep the 
PLO oriented toward Cairo. Arafat 
was able to hold the PLO factions 
together after capitulating to the 
hard-liners* positions, nie latter, 
who often defied Cairo's political 
notions, emerged as a powerful op- 
position with which Arafat will now 
have to reckon in every move he 
makes. 

The hard-liners had their way in 
reaffirming the PlO'a adherence to 
the nine-year-old covenant which 
calls for the eventual dismember- 
ment of Israel as a sovereign state. 
They also blocked moves to have the 
PLO participate in negotiation of a 
Iflddle ESart settlement. 

The National Council's stance 
merely gives Arafat leeway to ex- 
plore the political avenues leading to 
the creation of a state on the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. The hard- 
liners now agree that such an 
achievement could serve aa a first 
step towards their ultimate aim of 
eatabllahing a broader Paleatlnlan 
"democratic secular state" in collu- - 
Sion with "Jewish progressive 
forces." Indeed, Arafat would seem 
to have been acknowledged laat 
night as the "man for all aeasona" 
whom the PLO needs to knock on 
every door, 


Rabin: ‘Major differences’ with U.S. 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin told 
the nation last nlgM that there were 
"major differences" with 
Washington on two key Issues — 
Israel’s final borders and the 
Palestinian question. His candid 
tone was echoed In yesterday's CkUnet 
communique, which spoke bluntly of ' 
a "substantial gap" between 
Jerusalem and Washington on these 
two "central points." 

RaUn's statement, In t radio in- 
terview. seemed to Indioate a 
deliberate deoislon to present to the 
public the points of agreement and 
points of dispute with the U.S. in a 
forthright way. Observers said 
Rabin apparently believed that the 
electorate ultimately would ap- 
preciate frankness better than 
attempts to paper over the rifts with 
Washington. 

He was "happy," Rabin said, with 
the "marked improvement" In 
America's position on "the quality of 
peace." But there were "major 
differences” with the Carter Ad- 
minletratlon. as Indeed there had

He himself had not been surprised 
at this, the Premier explained. "We 
were able to dodge these Iseuei os 
long Bj we were engaged in interim 
agreement!.

Israel must fight for sympathy 
from public (minion, the ingress, 
and the AdmJnlqti^ation, fbr its In- 
sistence on "defensible borders that 
are different from the pre-1867 
borders” and for its view of bow to 
solve the Palestinian problem 
without recourse to a separate West 
Bank state or to negotiations with 
the PLO. 

Informational efforts were “vital- 
ly Important" in a democratic socie- 


ty like the U.S., the Premier 
asserted. 

"If we can lustijn the principles 
•which President Carter outlined — 
his definition of peace and his In- 
sistence that reaponslbllity for 
negotiations and'deolslons is in the 
hs^ of the parties — and if we can 
ensure that the praotleal ties 
between the U.S. and leroel ore not 
Impaired,..! see these as our chief 
aims (to be achieved through the in- 
formational effort)," he said. 

Asked to comment on the Palesti- 
nian National Council, the Premier

Bar-nan classes 
to resume tojday

RAMAT GAN. — The Bar-Ilon 
University faculty were due to 
return to classes thiii morning, after 
a week's strike that brought no 
progress In their negotiations with 
university heads. 

Like tile Tel Aviv, Haifa and 
Hebrew University faculties, the 
Bar-nan teachers are still refusing 
to sign the proposed wage agree- 
ment. Their decision to resume work 
came after Junior and senior lec- 
turers voted separately yesterday 
afternoon to suspend foe strike in 
order to clear foe air for further 
negoUatlom, senior-staff union head 
Yigal Cohen said. 

However, he warned that If by 
April 11 (after Pesaah) there was no 
significant progress, lecturers would 
consider resuxning the strike. 

Dr. Cbhen said foe faculty’s main 
demand was for formation of a com- 
mittee which would check the 
decrease in faculty members’ wages 
compared to those of sesdemlcs out- 
side universities. 

He claimed that in. 1964 a 
professor's wage had been 3.8 times 
the average academic wage outside 
tmiversitiea. whereas today It was 
only 1.8 times higher.

Juvenile crime 
on the wane

Fewer young people committed 
crimes last year than In 2979, but 
more of those who did had been in 
trouble with the law before. 

Last year's drop of about 15 per 
cent in the number of Juvenile 
offenders reflects a trend which 
began In 1968. Dr. Menahem 
Horowitz, head of the Welfare 
Ministry's eorreetions division, told 
the press In Jerusalem yesterday. 

All minora arrested are referred to 
foe ministry's youth probation ser- 
vice. In 1976 foe number of referrals 
was 7,516, as opposed to 8,895 inl975, 
according to Meir Hovav, head of the 
service. The figures include boys 
aged 9-16 and ^rls aged 9-18. The 
celling for minority was raised to 17 
for males in October 1975. 

The rate of recidivism was highest 
among 16 year ol4ls. about half ot 
whom were previously known to 
police. The number of returning 
offenders in foe younger groups was 
about 34 per cent 
The decrease in referrals to foe 
youth probatloo service is partly ac- 
count^ for by a drop in crimes, but 
has other causes. One is foe decrease 
in reporting eases of petty theft — 
“which accompanied t^ation." The 
other Is the development of social 
and educational services for foe dis- 
advantaged youth who tend to turn to 
crime. For Instance, now that many 
schools have s<x:ial workers, a child 
with problems is more likely to come 
to foe attention of that social worker 
before the probation service baa to 
step in.

Ovadia Yosef opposes dividing top 
two rabbinical posts with Goren

Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
Toset agrees with Ashkenazi Chief 
Rabbi Shlomo Goren that there 
should be only one chief rabbi. But 
unlike his colleague. Rabbi Yosef o^ 
poses dividing the posts of president 
of the Chief Rabbinical Council and 
president of foe Supreme Rabbinical 
Court. 

A proposal that the two chief rab- 
bis alternate each year as presidents 
of the two institutions came recently 
from Religious Affairs Minister 
Haim Zadok, who is ec^r to make a 
breakthrough in rabbinical court 
lags and in feuding between the two 
chief rabbis. 

But Rabbi Goren. as reported in 
Friday's Jerusalem Post, thinks 
Zadok’s suggestion does not go far 
enough. He urges the election of one 
chief rabbi and one president of the 
rabbinical court, each to five-year 
terms. Rabbi Goren Is willing to 
let Rabbi Yosef choose between the 


two positions. 

At present the two chief rabbis are 
co-presidezits of the council and of 
the court, and decisions need their 
dual approval. 

RabU Yosef will inform Zadok at 
their next meeting with Rabbi Goren 
— postponed from tomorrow to next 
week — that he opposes the idea of 
rotation. He is adamant that the In- 
stitution of Rishon Lezlon (&phardi 
Chief Rabbi) , which haa existed for 
over 300 years, not be compromised. 
Sources close to Rabbi Yosef believe 
that part of . hie agreement on the 
need for one chief rabbi derives from 
his confidence that he himaelf will 
win the post In the next Rabl^cal 
election. 

Zeidok has received an opinion 
from his ministry's legal adviser 
that new Chief Rabbinate elections 
should be held this year on schedule, 
nearly five yean after Rabbis Yosef 
and (ioren took office. 


Gafny: Could cut up to IL5b. from budget 


"Three, four or five billion 
pouzuls" could be slashed from the 
annual state budget, the governor of 
the Bank cd Israel believes. 

Arnon Oafny told a' convention of 
American coin collectors Saturday 
night: “Though we succeeded last 
year In reducing private eoneump- 
tlon, foe other target — a cut la 
government spesdiixg — has not 
been reached. This Is election year in 
Israel, you know." 

RecaUlng that before bis appoint- 
ment as governor he had served ae 
bv^et director and then aa 
director-general of the Finance 
Ministry. Gafny added. “I now have 
the opportunity ot viewing govern- 
ment spending from both stdee of the 
ecoMmlc fence. I must confess that 
all things being eozuldered, my 
countzy's budget could be reduced 
by three, four or five billion po\mds. 

“But the cuts cannot be made by 
the Treasury's budget division or by 
some senior officials." be continued. 
"They must be effected right at the 
Cabinet table, by the ministers 
themselves. It can be done." 

Gafoy'e audience was comprised 
of 100 members of the Amezican- 
Israei Numismatic AHoelation. who 
were holding their ninth annual con- 
vention In Jerusalem. They leave for 
home tomorrow. AZNA Is a roof 
organization for huzzdreds of “Israel 
coin clubs" throughout North 
America, whose total membership is 
put at between 40,000 and 45,000.

When Neto's Marxlat MPLA 
swept ttM Zaire-hacked faetiona 
from Angola last year, reports 
quickly followed of heightened ac- 
tivity of anti-Sfobutu rebela tnaide 
Zaire. 
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.THE ZAIREAN dissidents are com- 
posed of F-ODBLICO (Force 
Demoeratique pcnir la Liberation du 
Congo) and PRP (Parti 
Re volutionalre du Peuple) . Both are 
leftist and support the ideals of 
Patrice r«mnTwhA, the Congo’s first 
fwemler who was aaeaerinated In 
ipei after Mobutn took power, 
liomumba'a death sparked war over 
the secession of copper-rich 
southen province of Katanga (now 
called Shaba) declared by MOiae 
Tahomhe, the man whom Congo lef- 
tists scornfully labelled "a white 
man with a black skin." 

When Mobutu InstaDed Tkhombe 
as premier Ina bid to end Katanga's 
seeesalon. It led to an abortive revolt 
to Stanleyville (now ffisangaal) by 
Lumnmha'a sueeesaor, Antoine 
Gizenga. Tahombe and head of state 
Joseph Kasavubu became involved 
in a power atniggie axui Mobutu 
finally took over full power In 1965. 


Both Tahombe and Kaaavuhu 
are dead: Mobutu haa a 'one- 
piarty r^ime. and the Lnmnmblsto 
have been active underground ever 
since. Giaenga heads FODBUOO;

“Hiey come and bang on my desk 
and demand flats for themselves and 
the^. remaining children, and large 
suxhs of m'oney. One man whose son 
was killed during an exercise came 
and demanded two flats. I asked him 
why he only wanted two — was that 
on Jila son was worth? He broke 
down and wept." 

She feels that the Defence Ministry 
has aggravated the problem by giv- 
ing too much. 

"It Is quite right that a widow 
should have a pension and that we 
should help her train for a profession 
and educate her children. But the 
Ministry has been paying for ballet 
and piano lessons for the children 
too. mnlciTig the families tM depen- 
dent instead of helping them to 
rebuild their lives. They become In- 
capable of taking the smallest deci- 
sion and turn to the social worker for 
everything." 

A spokesman at the Defence 
Minls^ explained the policy of sup- 
port given to bereaved farnUles. 

"When the4)readwinner was alive 
the family enjoyed a certain stan- 
dard of Uving and the burden of 
maintaining toat standard falls on 
us. This means that until recently we 
were financing certain fringe 
benefits like ballet and piano lessons 
for particularly gifted children. Now 
we give a global payment which in- 
cludea all necessary expenses and 
the widow can spend the money os 
she sees fit." 

A widow with two children 
receives 1L3.S0Q a month, roughly 
the equivalent of a government of- 
ficial in the middle to senior 
echelons. ' She also gets all 
educational expenses, including 
books, as well as health insurance 
and the. tight to buy a ear tax-free. 
The amoimt, which la fixed hy law, la 



linked to the cost-of-Iivlng index, and 
the Ministry of Defence has an an- 
nual hpdget of over one bilUon 
pounds, soon to be increased. 

As to the shortage of staff, the 
Mmistry admits that although there 
is not enough qualified manpower, 
all the posts in the department are In 
fact filled, and only an Increase in ea- 
tabUahment will solve the overwork 
problem. 

It was really only after the Tom 
fCppur War that social services for 
the bereaved were organised on a 
large scale and time may solve the 
administrative difficulties. But three 
and a half years after the war per- 
sonal problems refuse to be solved.

Hie most common kitchen herbs 
used in this country are: panley, 
dill, celery, marjoram, basil, sage, 
chives, chervil, coriander, thyme, 
garden-cress, savory, mint, garfic 
and rosemary. ^

Start sowing after all danger of frost 
is over, at the end of March (in 
Jerusalem and other hlUy regions, 
the first half of April will be suitable) 
— in drills 1-2 cm. deep and with a 
dlatafaee of 20 cm. from row to row. 
Cover with sand or sandy soil (or 
vermieullte) . Tamp the covered 
rows with your rake and water 
carefully with a can 2-3 times a 
week. The time of germination 
differs. Garden-cress, for instance, 
will come out In 4-fi days, but parsley 
needs 2-3 weeks. When the seedlings 
are large enough (6>10 cm. high), 
thin them out to S-10 cm. betwee'n 
plants. Keep the rows free of weeds 
and cultivate the soil -weekly for 
.. 

Garlic is propag^ed by cloves 
(bulhletelt.Buy a garUc bulb at the 
greengrocer, take off its white, 
paperlike akin and divide it into 
many cloves. ESach clove is a poten- 
tial seed. Plant them (base-side 
do^wards) 2 cm. deep In rows at a 
distance of 25 cm. Rosemary and 
mint .are grown from cuttings. 
Rosemary la a tall-growing, peren- 
nial shrub, which needs a apace of 
half a metre between plants. It is 
best planted as a background shrub 
or as a border around'thle herb gar- 
den. Mint should be planted with 20 
cm. between cuttings and 40 cm. 
from row to row. R will soon cover 
every space, making a green carpet 
over the toj^ll — creeping In all 
directions. 

Parsley requires special mention, 
being the most widely used of all 
kitchen herbs in soups, salads, 
vegetable and meat dishes. We know 
dtiferent kinds of parsley: the very 
common plain or sln^e one, grown 
for its strong flavour; the root 
parsley, mostly used for soups and 
for canned, mixed vegetables; and 
the moss curled parsley, a popular, 
decorative variety for garnishing 
purposes. You can harvest parsley 
by cutting It 2-8 times during the 
season, but when it starts to produce 
flowers and seeds, tha leaves will 
become bitter. 

There are also several kinds of 
celery. If you are interested in celery 
leaves for soups or vegetable dished 
you may follow the advice for herb 
growing mentioned above. If you 
want the fleshy, thick celery root, 
you need specif seeds of root celery 
(celeriac). This kind needs more 
space (thin out to 30 cm. from plant 
to plant and keep a space of half a 
metre from row to row). The leaf 
celery may also be blanched by 
heaping sou around the plant for 10 
or more days, allowing the top 
leaves only to be uncovered. The 
blanching excludes light from the 
main stem and stops the pi:pductlon 
of chlorophyl. This wlU also produce 
a stronger "heart" of the plant. 

Chives and diU are the most sen- 
sitive of herb plants and more dif- 
ficult to grow. 

I strongly recommend the use of 
garden-cress (Hebr. raehadl . This 
miutard-like herb grows so quickly, 
that you wUlheahle to harvest It (for 
use in salads, soups, etc.) only a fort- 
night after sowing.

A landmark for fashion 
passes in Jerusalem

THE CLOSING of Bovell's fashion 
shop, on the comer of ^hov Shlom- 
zion Ramalka and Rehov Shlomo 
Bamelech, means that 34 years at 
providing Jerusalem's women with 
high quality clothes have come to an 
end. 

.Rovell's (as near Co "Ro'be-helle" 
as possible) was opened in IMS. on 
the saime site, by Shlomo and Lotte 
Choezner together with an Arab 
partner. Choezner had pioneered the 
women’s fashion trade in' 1938; his 
Tel Aviv and Haifa branches closed 
when he epened the Jerusalem stare. 

Be was, he thinks, the first person 
to organize a fashion show in 
Palestoie. It was held In 1934 at the 
King David Hotel. All the Vlft of the 
&*itiah Mandate turned up. And so 
starved for fashion were their wives 
that they bought virtually all the 
clothes displayed at the fashion 
parade. At that time, Mr. Choezner 
remembers, he also a^ very ex- 
clusive gowns made In ,^enna to 
pmembera of the consular corps te 
Haifa — at AlOO each! 


In 1945, a RoveU branch opened in 
Beirut. As well as selling clothes 
made In Palestine under the Rovell 
label, a number of Jewish salesgirls 
went JTom Jerusalem to Beirut -to 
serve in the shop. Ties were cut In 
1947. of course. 

After that time, the Choesnm sent 
their clothes for sale in Lebanon and 
Syria via Cyprus. "The Lebanese 
women were very elegant. They 
would pay anything for good dresses 
or shou -- very exclusive ladies." 
Meanwhile, the Jerusalem shop In 
what was no man's land In 1M7, 
became the exelnafve proper ty of the 
Amh partner — until 1949, when it 
reverted to the Choezners — what 
was left of It. 

"Our soldiers attacked, after 
reaching the border secretly by 
smashing holes through all the shops 
in Rehov Shlomzlon Hamolka — In- 
cluding ours," Mr. Cliocaaer said. 
"When we grt our shop back, there 
was a gigantic hole, there, in that 
wardrobe." 

' So the Choe'zners were finally 



hack in business in what was now 
Israel, selling "high priced, good 
clothes” to Jerusalem women. 
"Because we were away frx>m the 
centre of the town, we had regular 
clients, people who came to us again 
/snd again. We had grandmothers, 
mothers snd daughters from one 
family as customers.” 

Why are they closing the shop 
now? As chairman of the executive 
committee of AJyn Hospitali for the 
past 27 years Mr. Choezner has 
become more and more involved in 
fund-raising, and he now wants to 
give all his time to aiding the 
hospital. 

"We’re stopping while we're 
healthy and able," Mrs. Gboezner 
said. "We're giving up while we're 
ahead. But it hasn’t been only a 
business — it’s been a love affair,- 
too.” 


Israeli Entebbe is best of the bunch

THE ISRAELI MADE «i"i of the 
Entebbe rescue operation la a good 
movie, and so much better than the 
two American versions already seen 
here as to make it worthwhile teWwg 
a tltird round-trip by cinema to 
Uganda. 

The stars of the film are believable 
Israelis, whether soldiers or 
hostages. They are portrayed with 
their leraeli characteristics intact, 
Imt without becoming stereofyped 
heroes or campy “kibbutzniks." 

From the opening with soldiers 
practising tor an attack on a high- 
jacked aircraft, the pace Is brisk. 
The knowledgeable audience is not 
forced to wait out lengthy, 
negotiations, but are flown straight

into the Golan version of how the 
terrorists got aboard and seized the 
aircraft. The flight to Beztghazi and 
then to Entebbe la short, with Sybil 
Donning, the woman terrorist, get- 
ting her first chance to hit someone 
and Klaus Qnskl, the lead male 
terrorist already doubtful of Ms role 
as an "Arab" freedom fighter. 

At Entebbe the characters are 
allowed some depth. Gila Almagor, 
an actress playing an actress, brings 
out the warmth and strength of the 
hostages as ahe helps to calm and 
cure the weaker folk. During the 
selection scene, she displays great 
dignity, and, ahe is rewarded by the 
warmed moment of the film, when a 
small non-Jewlah boy brings her, un- 


der the terrorists’ guns, a fareweU 
present. The “selection" is poignant, 
but not tear-Jerklng. When Mark 
Heath comes In as Idi Amin, the 
audience is ready for something 
special, but they are disappointed. 

Tehoram Gaon plays "Yoni" as 
believably as possible. "Yonf " is a 
man who is a leader, not an Israeli 
saint. The attack comes on schedule, 
is fierce and exciting, even though 
the soldiers don't wear helmets. The. 
terrorists die in a bloody, well ex- 
ecuted hMl of bullets. ' 

The scenery, photography and the 
lo^ list of Israeli stars, make up tor 
the few small mistakes and oc- 
casional overshooting of scenes. 
"Operation niunderbolt" is an en- 
joyable movie worth seeing. 

It la showing at the new, 710 seat 
Shahaf Theatre at Klkar Atorim.

Kiosks and 
groceries account for about half of 
all soft drink sales. 

Grocery owners In Jerusalem con- 
firmed that even salesmen of large 
companies, among them producers 
of dairy products,' are willing to 
scale down their Invoices from the 
actual amount of a sale to a lower 
sum suggested by their customers. 
Some kiMk owners and grocers ad- 
mitted that once in a while they ask 
the distributors for a proper invoiee, 
so that if a VAT inspector cheeks up.

Sources with one of the largest soft 
drink producers told The Jerusalem 
Post that after the introduction of 
VAT, the company gave strict In- 
BtructiODB to Its st^ to Issue proper 
invoices.

Congress moved In October to cut 
that figure to 325,000, retroactlye to

the benefit for 1976. 

A U.S. Treasury official said 
numerous -Americans already have 
filed tax returns, and will have to file 
for a refund if the change is enacted 
by Congress.

The High Court of Justice made 
absolute an order nisi calling upon 
the National Labour Court to show 
cause why its decision with respect 
to the resignation of workers at the 
"Elco" Factory should not be set 
aside. 

A labour dispute broke out at the 
*"Eleo" Electronics Factory as a 
result of the workers' refusal to 
accept time studies and piecework 
payment. -After an agreement was 
reached -in the National Labour 
Court, one of the mechanics still 
refused to allow a time study to be 
made of his operations. He was even- 
tually suspended by Elco. until the 
matter was clarified with the 
Workers Committee. This step was 
viewed with great disfavour by the 
other mechanics and as a result 18 of 
Gnmt' imbmitted- a-joint -letter of 
resignation and asked for severance 
pay. 

To their surprise — and Indigna- 
tiem — the. management acceded 
their resignations and informed 
them that they need not appear for 
work the next day and that they 
would receive their severance com- 
pensation. The management stuck to - 
this decision despite the intervention 
of the Labour Council and eventually 
the 18 mechanics applied to the 
Regional Labour Court for a 
declaratory judgment that they were 
still employed at the factory and 
were entitled to return to work. The 
Labour Court rejected the applica- 
tion, whereupon the 18 appealed to 
the National Labour Court. This 
Court reversed the lower court’s 
decision holding that the collective 
resignation was not valid, nor could 
the workers have been collectively 
dismissed. The National Court 
refrained, however, from ordering 
"Elco" to allow the 18 to return to 
their jobs immediately. 

The mechanics had argued before 
the two labonr courts that they had 
merely intended threatening collec- 
tive resignation as a means of 
pressure against the mani^ment, 
and, alternatively, that even if their 
resignation -were real, they were en- 


titled to withdraw it as long as it had 
not adversely affected the position of 
their employer. In any event, it 
should be deemed to be a threat to 
strike and hence treated as a labour 
^pute, they said. 

"Elco" p^tioned the High Court 
of Justice for an order nisi against 
-the Natiimal Labour Court and their 
petition was granted. 

On the return day Dr. A. 
Goldenberg and Mr. M. Goldberg 
appeared for the petitioners and Mr. 
D. Israeli and Mr. R. Geva lor the 
respondents. 


DECISION 

Justice Berenson, who delivered 
- the main opinion of the High Court, 
first considered the question of the 
nature of the mechanics' resigna- 
tion. There Is no difference of opi- 
nion, he said, about an Individual 
employee's ri^t to resign and volun- 
taxlly terminate his relationship 
with this employer after duly infor- 
ming him of his Intention, in writing, 
in a clear and unequivocal manner. 
Gtaly if there is any doubt about this 
intention, may the surrounding cir- 
cumstances be taken into considera- 
tion in order to clarify the .position 
(see also section 25(a)- of the Con- 
tracts Law. 1973.) A letter of resigna- 
tion must therefore be examined 
with a view to deciding whether the 
writer's intention to resign Is ob- 
vious from its contents. 

Justice Berenson then proceeded 
to examine the contents of the letter 
of resignation and came to the con- 
clusion that it quite clearly and une- 
quivocally expressed their intention 
of resigning unconditionally and that 
the petitioners had correctly im- 
derstood It in this li^t, and reacted 
accordingly. It is quite possible, he 
continued, that in their heart of 
hearts the 18 had had no real inten- 
tion of reslgnii^, had not expected 
the management to take them 
seriously, and had hoped that they 
would subsequently be "persuaded" 
to change their by concessions 
on the part of the petitioners. 
However, it is a great rule of law, 
that secret hopes and wishes have no 
validity vis-a-vis the written or 
spoken word. In other words, the fact 
that tltelr employer had not played 
the game as they had wanted it 
played, could not influence the legal 
consequences flowing from their un- 
ambiguous letter of resignation. 

Justice Berenson then went on to

consider the argument that the 
workers had been entitled to 
withdraw their resignation within a 
reasonable period, as long as their 
employer's position had not been 
changed by it. He could not imagine, 
he said, on what foundation thfa 
argument had been based, since it 
was not consistent with any of the 
general principles relating to 
resignations and he could see no 
good reason fdr making any special 
exception with regard to the resigna- 
tion of an employee. 

The rule is that the resignation of 
on employee takes effect immediate- 
ly, but that the termination of the 
contractual relationship between 
him and bis employer is dependent 
on the terms of the prior notice, 
where required. 

However, failure to obsezwe the 
obligation to give prior notice would 
not prevent an employee from ceas- 
ing his employment immediately, or 
on employer from dismissing his 
employee on the spot, but- would 
merely be deemed to be a breach of 
contract, with the usual legal con- 
sequences. This rule, naturally. 
Justice Berenson hastened .to. add. 
applies only to considered 
resignations and dismissals, and 
not to declarations of resignations or 
dismissals made in the heat of the 
moment. Since, therefore, the 
resignation of the 18 came under the 
former heading according to the fin- 
ding of the Regnal Labour ODurt, It 
took effect immediately and could 
not later -be withdrawn.

WNATBVBR the PaJeetlne National Council may have done 
Ito week-longr dellberatloiui in OBiro that meritB attention 
Is auMly overObadowed by what it failed to do. It failed — if that 
ia the right word. ~ to amend the PLO's National Covenant. 

On the face of It, thla li aomevbat puHllng. Among non-Arab 
friends of the FLO, especially, there had been fairly wide estpec- 
tat lo n that a revision would In fact be>undertaken at the (Kaelan 
which ended yesterday. 

True, the Covenant has often been likened hy Its adherents in 
the degree of Ite sanctity to noUiing lees than tto Bible. Tetvuch 
divine revelation as that document possesses did not prevent the 
rewriting of its ISM original In 1M8. Thus there was no intrinile 
bar to a new -rewording this year. 

The 1998 version of the Covenant was dedant response to the 
Arair debacle In the Six Day War. It was an uncompromising 
deelaiation of war to the finish against Israel — and the Jewish 
people of Israel, all of them, that is, except the handful who 
■*were living permanently in Palestine until the begimiing of the 
Zionist invasion." That invasion, according to the FLO'S 
authorttative interprstation, took piaoe in 1917. 

Slowly, however, it began to dawn on the leaders of the FLO 
that their fanatioally gexiocidal alms were a trifle hard to sell — 
at least la their form — not only la the bourgeois West, 

but even In the socialist Bast. That is how the alogan "secular 
and democratle state" came to be minted. 

The world-wide terror campaign unleashed by the PLO, so it 
was eaq>lained, was not aimed at the wholesale ea^ulsioo of all 
the Jews from Palestine. Its real purpose was merely to replace 
the "racist, colonialist" State of Israel with a democratle Arab 
state of Paleatlne in whl^ Christians" 

' could live peacefully el^ by elde. 

In 1971 the FLO’S Natlpnal Council, its so-ciUled parliament, 
gave formal approval to this new formula. 

Three years later, the Council made a further practical revi- 
sion in the PLO's programme whan it allowed for Ihe achieve- 
ment of the final Palestiiiian goals by stages. The last stage 
remained an Arab Palestine; but the fteit could now be a 
Palestinian "political authority" in the areas evacuated by 
Israel in a settlement with its neighbours. 

Because the "Rejection Front" spumed this pragmatism as 
defeatism, the PIX)’s new tactics were widely hailed as a 
demonstration of true moderatian, and as a wilUngnese to aban- 
don tee earlier uncmnpromlsing stand. Israel, It was behig 
argued ^ even by some Israelis >— should now reciprocate, by 
deallTig with the PLO. 

There remained, of course, the little matter of the Covenant. 
If tee PLO had, Indeed, reformed itself, why should it not make 
tee fact incontrovertible by the appropriate revision of the 
Covenant — its supremely binding document? ' 

At a seminar in Baghdad late last year, a PLO atidwart, Nebll 
Dha'ath, pre^ted that tto would indeed be done at the oomlng 
aesaloa of tee Oounell. And Secretary of State Cynia Vonoe 
warned in Jerusalem this monte that, if It were not, the U.S. 
would not agree to tee PLO's participation in tee' resumed 
Geneva conference. 

Now the Council has come and gone, and the Covenant has not • 
bad one iota removed from or added to it. There are good 
reasons for this. 

First, the overwhelming majority of participants, 
"hardliners" as well as "softUners," still swear by the 
Covenant! It embodies their authentic strategic goals. Secondly, 
even those who might lean to tee view that revlalon would be 
salutary, doubtless agreed that it woe not worth a split in the 
ranks. Moreover, attachment to the Covenant has not prevented 
tee PLO from winning its political victories, and it need not be 
an impediment in the future. 

Why, only this week, even u the spirit of lntransigeBce''was'' 
olearly manifestiiig itsslf at the OounoU, President Carter came 
out with a statement which, while not yet meeting the wishes of 
the FUO even half way, was sneouragiag enough tor Tasstr 
Arafat to respond with tbs assurance that ha "trusts" Carter. 

Mr. Carter, for his part, odn trust Arafat to be true to his 
Covenant.

DBKOCRAnC BLBCnONS, especially in a fragmented socie- 
ty such as Israel’s, may often lead to results which defy all in- 
terpretation of the "will of the electorate." Thus, any develop- 
ment which promises even a semblance of clarity in a confused 
electoral map fe welcome. 

The merger of several personal and splinter groupings on 
IsnMl's Le^Peace front 1^ the Israel Peace- and- Bquallty 
alliance — 8helll ~is such a development.

The ludversities, mm«over, make 
no contribution to Israeli life. Our 
government ministries (fo not need 
academics, and academies are in 
fact deserting them in growing 
numbers. Tbe standards of our 
elementary aj^ high sriiools will 
surely rise once there are no longer 
universities to train teeir teochem. 

As to the army — its record in re- 
cent years la such as to make it un- 
necessary for It to listen to the'voloes 
of academics, either foreign or local. 
That tee Knesset does not need 
academics is, of oourae, proved by 
the high level of parliamenfory 
debate.

By belng'made 
to teach for 20 hours a week instead 
of 8, their oozitrtbuUon to soblety will 
surely Jnoreaaet even If, after a few 
years, they will hardly know 
anythlzig about their siAJeots any 
mere — la tact, Just as much la 
many - school teachers and most

For a professor to go abroad oaoe 
every tew yeare fta mtlrely un- 
necessary, for he can always keep up 
to date ty reading the books whloh 
the library doesn't buy. aovmment 
employees should go ateoad (they 
do; last year some 40 per oent of all 
Israeli's who visited torelfa coun- 
tries went on cfflcial business), 
ministers should go abroad to repre- 
sent ua at those Inteniatiozial forums 
where 'their voices are so highly 
respected. But for profeMors to stop 
working, go abroad and Mnkf What 
does Israel need for? 

NO, THE PRESENT state of things 
Is fiuiuflbrable. While the sfarv^ of 
the univeraities has aoMeved peat 
results, it goes nowtore far enough. 
Aceordkigly, Z propose; 

1. All sabbaticals should be 
eazieeUed Izzimedlately, the foreign 
ourreziey thus saved (regretfully, 
this does not amount to more than 
ozie in a thousazid of our current 
bolanoe-of-payment deficit) ia to be 
spent on tee purehose of several 
more Kojak fUra. 

8. Tenure for academic staff, 
professora of 80 years' standlzig In- 
cluded, must be cancelled. The un- 
employed professors should be aent 
to pick orazigea and made to do 
something constructive. 

8. The goverzuziezit should official-* 
ly state that aziyozM with more than a 
Mgh lohool eduoatton is unweloome. 
Tw would be an excellent way to 
reduce the crowds of Immigrants 
trying to get in; should it not he 
effective enough, it la possible to ex- 
tend the ban to all who can read.
